“It is these rules which will 
govern the activities of the air 
defence forces controlled by the 
commander - in- chief North 
American Air Defence Com- 
mand,” Pearkes said. “These 
rules are Canadian government 
policy and therefore, North 
American Air Defence com- 
mand will be operating within 
approved government policy.” 

Pearkes emphasized that, 
while the entry into Canadian 
territory by any hostile aircraft 
would be “an act of aggres 
sion,” the use of force to deny 
further passage in this doun- 
try “Is not in itself an act which 
commits this countgy to war.” 

“Only the Canadfan govern. 
ment can commit this country 
to war.” he said. “Every precau- 
tion has been taken and will 
continue to be taken to ensure 
that the Canadian government 
is consulted before any act is 
undertaken which would com- 
imit this country to war. 


Speaking on 
defence department estimates, 
Pearkes added, however, that 
such action would not constitute 
a declaration of war and that 
this final power still remains 
with the Canadian government.

HE WORST THING WE CAN 
do about the unemployment 
problem is to exaggerate it. For if 
the marginal difficulties of Canadian 
business are made to appear, in 
political speeches and reckless head- 
lines, as a grave recession, then those 
difficulties will increase and spread. 


To undermine confidence by mis- 
representing the facts is to invite, 
and perhaps even to assure, real 
trouble in a system which lives 
largely on confidence. 

What are the facts? To hear the 
statements of some politicians and 
labor leaders, an army. of Canadians 
is unemployed and a great part of 
the labor force idle. Actually a very 
small fraction of the labor force is 
idle and more men and women are 
at work’ now than ever at this time 
of year. = 

In October, the last month of 
public record, the total labor force 
(the people able and anxious to 
work) stood at 6,005,000. This was 
an increase of 233,000 workers since 
October, 1956, and reflected the 
rapid growth of Canada’s population. 

Of the total labor force, 5,797,000 
Were fully employed last month. This 
is a gain of 123,000 in a year. 

The number seeking jobs - last 
month stood at 208,000 or 110,000 
more than in October, 1956. 

Thus of the year’s increase in the 
labor force, 233,000 persons, 123,000 
had found jobs and .110,000 had not. 
Since the year brought us 160,000 
active new immigrant workers, it is 
clear .that without these newcomers 
the economy would not only have 
absorbed the entire natural increase 
in our population but would have 
been short of workers. 

Undoubtedly the unemployment 
figures have worsened since October, 
as they were bound to do in any 
case with the advance of winter. But 
nothing like an emergency has 
developed 

It is necessary to distinguish here 
between two phenomena. One is the 
state of employment and the other 
the state of business ‘ 

If unemployment reflected a gen- 
eral collapse of business it would be 
indeed an emergency. In fact Cana- 
dian business as a whole is good 
and seems bad only in comparison 
with the peak levels of early spring

Longevity Affected by Stress? 


Dr, Walter C. Alvarez js Emeritus Consultant in 
Medicine, Mayo Clinic, and Emeritus Professor of 
Medicine, Mayo Foundation 


According to the Institute of Life Insur 
ance, in 1900 life-expectancy of men was 46.3 
years as against 48.3 years for women. In 
1955, the corresponding figures were 66.7 
and 73.6 years 

Many persons have felt that this sex differ- 
ence in longevity must be due to the strenuous 
life that men now lead. To 
me, this isn’t a good argu 
ment, because if the strain 
of life has greatly increased 
for men, why are they living 
on an average of 20 years 
longer than they were liv- 
ing 55 years ago? — Also, 
most persons who discuss 
this problem do not know 
that the great differences 
in the mortality of males 
and females shows up even 
in Infancy. I often read that stomach ulcers 
occur 3% times mere often in men than ‘in 
women because of the strenuous life men 
lead 

But this doesn't impress me because there 
is a similar difference between the incidence 
of a disease called congenital pyloric. stenosis 
In this disease, children are born with such 
a thickening of the muscle around the outlet 
of the stomach that they vomit badly and com 
monly have to be operated on: [ could fill 
a column with descriptions of troubles that 
are three_times more common in boy babies 
than in girl babies 

Recentiy, Father Francis C. Madigan 
of the University of North Carolina, attacked 
the problem in a good way. He studied Cath 
olic brothers and sisters in monasteries and 
converts where -he feels. that the strain on 
the two sexes is about equal. The brothers 
are‘not subject to military service, after en 
tering the religious life. Father Madigan 
studied the longevity of 9,000 brothers and 
32,000 sisters living between the periods of 
1900 and 1954, He found that even in these 
quiet communities the wamen were outliving 
the men The evidence indicated that men 
and women were about equally resistant to 
infections and contagious diseases and that 
the greater longevity of the women was due 
to their greater resistance to the degenerative 
diseases, such as diseases of the arteries and 
heart and kidneys

The two-cycle engine that powers outboard motors, 


lawn mowers, 


light motorbikes and model aircraft is so 


simple it really should not work at all. 


Automobile engines have en- 
ough shafts and gears 
pulleys and gadgets to give con 
fidencé in their ability to pro 
duce. A big aircraft engine is 
crammed full of spinning 
wheels and a steam engine is 
loaded down with impressive 
parts, “ 

The single-cylinder. two-cycle 
engine, though, has only three 
moving parts. They are the 
piston, which slides up and 
down; the connecting rod, which 
changes the up-and-down motion 
of the piston into the rotary 
motion of the crankshaft; and 


Partial Vacuum in 


Here briefly is what happens 

As the piston rises it creates 
a partial vacuum in the air-tight 
crank chamber, and sucks gas 
from the carburetor into 
base chamber through a one 
way reed valve. The carburetor 
is mounted on the base, and the 
reed valve is nothing but a light 
metal flap that permits air to 
be drawn into the base, but will 
not ‘Jet it out. 

At the top of the stroke, the 
spark plug fires and the piston 
starts its downward coursé, As 
it descends it “compresses_.the 
gas in the crank chamber, and 
slams_the reed valve 

When the piston reaches the 
bottom of its stroke; it uncov 
ers a hole in the cylinder awall 
the exhaust port—that leads to 
the outdoors and permits ‘the 
hot exhaust gas to escape.

The foreign minister asked 
The Netherlands to close all! its 
consular offices in Indonesia 
except the one here. 

The cabiriet decreed that 
Dutch enterprises taken over 
by Indonesian workers in the 
last few days now will be super- 
vised by a government “council 
of management.” The govern 
ment announcement did not 
specify whether government 
supervision would also apply to 
as yet unseized Dutch busi- 
nesses. 

In Paris, Indonesian Foreign 
Minister Subandrio said his 
government would break diplo- 
matic relations with The 
Netherlands unless it acts to 
turn west New Guinea over to 
Indonesia. 

Subandrio also implied that 
Jakarta would nationalize the 
vast Dutch holdings in Indonesia 
unless the demand for New 
Guinea is met 

Justice Minister Gustaaf Ma 
negkom said Dutchmen whose 
services are not needed by the 
government are being asked to 
leave soon. 

He added that the government 
wants Dutch skilled laborers to 
remain but would not stand in 
their way if they want to leave 
also. 

The seven offices affected are 
Bandung, Semarang and Sura 
baya, all on Java; Medan and 
Palembang, Sumatra; Bandjer 
masin, Borneo, and Makassar, in 
the Celebes.

Longevity Affected by Stress? 


Dr, Walter C. Alvarez is Emeritus Const 
Medicine, Mayo Clinic, and Emeritus Prot 
Medicine, Maye Foundation 


According to the Institute of Life Insur- 
ance, in 1900 life-expectancy of men was 46.3 
years as against 48.3 years for women. In 
1955, the corresponding figures were 66.7 
and 73.6 years. 

Many persons have felt that this sex differ- 
ence in longevity must be due to the strenuous 
life that men now lead. To 
me, this isn’t a good argu- 
ment, because if the strain 
of life has greatly increased 
for men, why are they living 
on an average of 20 years 
longer than they were liv- 
ing 55 years ago? Also, 
most persons who discuss 
this problem do not know 
that the great differerices 
in the mortality of males 
and females shows up even 
in infancy. I often read that stomach ulcers 
oceur 3% times more often in men than in 
wom@n because of the strenuous life men 
lead 

But this doesn’t impress me because there 
is a similar difference between the incidence 
of a disease called congenital pyloric stenosis. 
In this disease, children are born with such 
a thickening of the muscle around the outlet 
of the stomach that they vomit badly and com 
moniy have to be operated on. I could fill 
a column with descriptions of troubles that 
are three times more common in boy babies 
than in girl babies 

Recentiy, Father Francis C. Madigan, SJ 
of the University of North Carolina, attacked 
the problem in a good way He studied Cath 
olic brothers and sisters in monasteries and 
convents where he feels that the strain on 
the two sexes is about equal. The brothers 
are not subject to military service after en 
tering the religious life Father Madigan 
studied the longevity of 9,000 brothers and 
32,000 sisters living between the periods of 
1900 and 1954. He found that even in these 
quiet communities the women were outliving 
the men The evidence indicated that men 
and women were about equally resistant to 
infections and contagious diseases and that 
the greater longevity of the women was due 
to their greater resistance to the degenerative 
diseases, such as diseases of the arteries and 
heart and kidneys 
INFECTIOUS HEPATITIS 

Many pessons want to knoy how they got 
their infectious hepatitis. Some, probably, 
just caught it from some other person but 
others appear to have gotten it from a trans

fusion. Because of the great danger in trans- 
fusions, I myself would not have one if I 
could possibly get out of it. In spite of every 
effort that doctors make to choose a donor 
who hasn't had jaundice, they still keep get- 
ting hold of men who earry the virus in 
their blood 

Another way of getting hepatitis is to be 
given a “shot” of something with a needle 
that hasn't been boiled for 30 minutes In 
the old days we doctors thought it was safe 
enough to throw a needle into a strong alco 
hol and leave it there, but today we know 
that the virus of hepatitis is hard to kill, and 
hence every hypodermic needle or lancet for 
taking a sample of blood must be thoroughly 
sterilized, either by dry heat or by long 
boiling 


SMALL CYST AT END OF SPINE 


Many people want to know what a small 
cyst is at the end of the spine of their new- 
born baby. It may be what is called a spina 
bifida, which is due to a failure of the two 
halves of the spine .to come together and 
unite properly In bad casés, little can be 
done Sometimes in these cases there are 
defects in the nervous system of the legs, 
or there may be club feet. Expert neurol- 
ogists and surgeons should. be consulted 

In other cases, the little «welling is what 
is called a pilonidal cyst Again, the treat- 
ment is surgical. Unfortunately, it often is 
difficult te get the whole thing out so it will 
not.come bacK-again. 
A HAIRY MOLE ON THE FACE 

I have never been able to understand why 
good-looking women will keep an ugly moie, 
and perhaps a hairy mole, on their face when 
in three minutes any good skin specialist could 
remove it without Chusing any pain He 
would first inject some procaine under it 
and then, with a needle attached to an elec- 
trical apparatus he would desiccate or burn 
away the mole with very hot sparks. In a 
week or so the scab would fall off and after 
some months the scar would be almost in 
visible 
NUMBNESS IN HANDS AND ARMS 

Older people sometimes, and especially 
when they wake in the morning, complain 
of numbness in a hand and arm. If this goes 
away in a few minutes, it does not mean 
much. Probably the person was lying on an 
arm or he had his arms in an uncomfortable 
position above his head. If numbness and 
clumsiness should stay in one hand and arm 
for several days, I would suspect that in the 
night there had been a little stroke; a little 
artery in the brain plugged up.
